Consum ers who wish to be sure of 
a w inter supply of potatoes at rea­ 
sonable prices are advised to buy as 
soon as convenient, according to the 
bureau o f markets, Pensylvania D e­ 
partm ent of Agriculture. 
W ith rea­ 
sonable care in storage, graded and 
sprayed potatoes can be held in the 
ordinary house cellar throughout the 
w inter m onths. 
More potatoes than usual are be­ 
ing shipped from 
Pennsylvania 
to 
'points outside the state. 
T his is one 
'o f the unusual <ffects o f the sm all 
potato crops now being harvested in 
the U nited States. Many of th ese ship­ 
m ents are from counties which us­ 
ually im port potatoes. 
1613 Cars Loaded 
A total of 1613 cars of potatoes 
were loaded in the state up to October 
IO for shipm ent to m arkets both w ith­ 
in and outside Pensylvania. 
This is 
an increase of about 1,000 cars over 
last year. 
These loadings represent 
over 40ce of all the potatoes loaded 
in the sta te from the crop of 1924. 
Prices 
on 
the 
Philadelphia 
market 
have stead ily advanced 
during 
the 
m onth o f October, at a tim e when 
the h eaviest shipm ents of the year 
usually force prices down. 
A t th e beginning of the harvesting 
season, producers and consum ers of 
Pennsylvania potatoes did 
not 
ap­ 
preciate how favorable the state crop 
w as as compared with conditions in 
the other important 
producing d is­ 
tricts. 
A s a result, the crop began 
to m ove in some s e c t i o n s at prices 
little higher than prevailed last year, 
and m any buyers delayed purchasing 
in th e expectation of lower prices la£er 
in the fa ll. 
H ow ever, prices reached such a low 
level th a t outside m arkets began to 
bid for Pennsylvania stock. 
During 
the past few 
weeks 
southern 
and 
eastern m arkets have purchased large 
q uantities in this state because it has 


been the cheapest source of supply. 


These abnormal shipm ents 
w ill 
un- 


duohtedly affect the supply 
of 
the 


state for the w inter m onths. 
W hile Pennsylvania is the fifth state 
in production this season, the needs 
of the consum ing population are so 
great that the state usually im ports 
at least 6,000 cars from other late 
potato producing areas in adition to 
all of the local production. 
Judging 
from past experience every car sh ip ­ 
ped from the state this fall w ill have 
to be replaced from Maine, New York 
or M ichigan during

spring m onths, with corespondingly 


high freight charges.
